Fluoride may be found in the air as gas or as particulate matter being introduced through 

industrial emissions containing fluoride compounds in both states. The industries which utilize 

fluoride containing compounds or emit fluorides as a result of manufacturing processes include ^ 

those concerned with mining and processing of phosphate rock and other fluoride containing 

minerals and production of fertilizers, aluminium, steel, glass and various - other chemical 

products. 

The presence of excessive concentration of fluoride compounds in atmosphere can be damaging 
to all forms of life. Excessive quantities of fluorides in man results in bone and teeth 
abnormalities and also causes fluorosis/
